Upon motion of Trustee McGovern, 
seconded by Trustee Healy, Ordinance 
No. 51, fixing the salaries of city offi¬ 
cials, was adopted by ainarjority vote, 
Trustees Healy, McGovern and Mc- 
Sweeney voting for and Trustee 
Hickey against, explaining that lie, 
thought the present salary of *45 per 


month for the city clerk was suilicient 
and was not in favor of raising it to $6u. 

Upon motion of Trustee Hickey, 
seconded by Trustee McGovern, Mar¬ 
shal Kneese was instructed to enforce 
the dog license ordinance. 

Under the head of officers’ monthly 
reports, City Clerk Smith reported as 
follows: Cash on hand March 1, 1912, 
$65.36. Receipts during month— 
Liquor licenses, $35; taxes, $4.25; re¬ 
corder’s court, $5; delinquent taxes, 
$6.08. Total *115.69. Expenditures, 
as per warrants drawn, $85. Cash on 
hand April 1, 1912,”$30.69. 

Treasurer Kautl'inann and Marshal 
Kneese’s reports agreed with the 
clerk’s. 

Trustee Hickey introduced an ordi¬ 
nance providing that all dogs running 
at large shall be muzzled, else they 
will be killed by the proper officers.

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TRUGKEE MAN SHOT 
DOWJUT DOOR 

Gus Schumacher Is Instantly 
Killed in Own Home 

Gus Schumacher, a well-known resi¬ 
dent of Truekee, was shot four times, 
dying instantly. There is much mys- j 
tery attached to the killing of Schu- 
macher. The officers are now seeking i 
John Caligari on suspicion that he 
knows something of the shooting. 

Schumacher had been at the slaugh¬ 
ter-house of the Tahoe Market and 
was returning home. Immediately 
after he entered the kitchen of his 
home his wife, who was in the yard, 
says she heard four shots, and, rush¬ 
ing into the house, found her husband 
dead on the floor. She thought he had | 
committed suicide and screamed for j 
help. A careful investigation showed 
that it was impossible for Schumacher j 
to have shot himself, as no firearms of 
any kind were found near him and the 
wounds could not have been self- 
inflicted. Schumacher was shot in the 
breast directly over the heart, in the 
right shoulder, in the chin and in the 
center of the forehead. 

Mrs. Schumacher was questioned 
closely, but did not throw much light 
on the killing of her husband. She 
adhered to her story that she thought 
he had committed suicide. It was j 
shown to her that lie could not have 
inflicted the four wounds on himself. 
The woman then seemed to be as 
much mystified as the officers. 

PLAN T3 RESTORE 
ORDER IN CHINA 

The report from Peking that looting 
was being carried on at Nanking is 
without foundation. The city is quiet 
and the War Office reports that quiet 
also prevails at Soo Chow. One pawn j 
show was burned in that town and one j 
coolie was killed. The looting by a 
small body of mutineers there was 
suppressed quickly. 

Premier Tang Shao Yi, ex-President 
Sun Yat Sen and other leaders of the 
Republican movement, in the course of 
interviews, declared that pessimisitc 
reports were unwarranted. Uneasiness 
in the foreign settlements in Shanghai 
and elsewhere, they admitted, was nat¬ 
ural, perhaps, but notwithstanding the 
financial difficulties caused by the de¬ 
lay through the withdrawal of the sup¬ 
port of the four powers group, they 
were confident that no serious out¬ 
break would occur anywhere. 

The plans for restoring order in¬ 
clude the establishment of four 
spheres—Nanking, under control ot 
Hwang Asun; Peking, under Yuan Shi 
Kai; Wu Chang, under General LI 
Yuen Heng; Kwangtung, under Dr. 
Sun Yat Sen. 

Dr. Sun says he will proceed to Can¬ 
ton after visiting General Li and bend 
every energy unofficially toward re 
storing order, educating the people of 
China and developing the country’s re¬ 
sources. 

There is every appearance of har¬ 
mony between President Yuan Shi Kai 
and Dr. Sun and their followers. The 
coalition cabinet is regarded as a com¬ 
plete success. Premier Tang Shao Yi 
has assumed temporarily the portfolio 
of Communications until the Assembly 
approves the nomination of Liang Ju- 
Hao. The members of the Assembly 
and various departments will move to 
Peking at the end of the week.

jnained intact, but private levees are 
breaking and whether the main levee, 
rain soaked, can withstand the addi¬ 
tional two feet or more of water pre¬ 
dicted is problematical. Government 
engineers assert the levees are in bet¬ 
ter shape than during any previous 
flood. But it is pointed out by ex¬ 
perienced river men the strain will he 
greater than ever before, and they are 
less optimistic than the' Government 
men.

$350,000 available for the purpose.

The Illinois Central is sending north¬ 
bound trains through several feet of 
water, and all along the Louisville and 
Nashville water gradually is covering 
the tracks. Arrangements have been 
made to detour the trains about the 
flooded district. The question of food 
and shelter is becoming serious.

ORDINANCE NO. 5TT 

An ordinance fixing the salaries and 
compensation of the Treasurer, Clerk, 
Marshal and Recorder of the City of 
South San Francisco and repealing Or¬ 
dinance Number Eight of the City 
of South San Francisco, passed on the 
14lh day of December, 1908, and en¬ 
titled “An ordinance fixing the sala¬ 
ries and compensation of Treasurer, 
Clerk, Marshal and Recorder of the 
City of South San Francisco.” 

The Board of Trustees of the City of 
South San Francisco do ordain as fol¬ 
lows; 

Section L. The Treasurer shall re¬ 
ceive a salary of Three Hundred (300) 
Dollars per annum, payable monthly. 

Section 2. The Clerk shall receive a 
salary of Seven Hundred and Twenty 
(720) Dollars per annum, payable 
monthly. 

Section 3. The marshal shall re¬ 
ceive a salary of Seven Hundred and 
Twenty (720) Dollars per annum, pay¬ 
able monthly, and shall be entitled to 
charge, collect and receive for his ser¬ 
vices in civil and criminal proceedings 
the same fees as are allowed Marshals 
under Section 4300d of the Political 
Code of the State of California.

VIOLENCE MARKS 
STRIKE IN NORTH 


Laborers Armed With Guns 
Secure Meals by Threats 

Six hundred strikers, many of whom 
were armed with revolvers, shotguns, 
rifles and clubs, drove station men off 
the Canadian Northern grade on Burns 
& Jordan’s contract at Yale, B. C., and 
compelled them to stop work. Similar 
incidents occurred along the line for 
twenty miles in the camps of Cunning¬ 
ham & Chew. The station men have 
hitherto refused to listen to the ap¬ 
peals of the Industrial Workers’ lead¬ 
ers, and only yielded through fear of 
being maltreated. 

No arrests have been made. The 
strikers in the division east of Spence’s 
bridge have driven all the station men 
off the grade and are also securing 
free meals under threats. Work all 
along the line is at a standstill. 

Six thousand men, employed in the 
construction camps of the Canadian 
Northern Railroad in British Colum¬ 
bia, are idle as a result of the strike. 
The men are flocking to the Coast 
cities and reports from the construe- | 
tion camps that violence has been of¬ 
fered by the strikers have caused the 
Vancouver and Victoria police to make 
provisions to deal with any disorders 
that break out among the Incoming 
idle men. 

ASK RECOGNITION 
OF MINERS’ UNION 

Goal Workers May Hold Out 
Until Demand Is Granted 


Sentiment among the workers in the 
anthracite region seems to be crystal¬ 
lizing in favor of prolonging the lay¬ 
off until the operators grant recog¬ 
nition to the union. At a meeting held 
in Nanticoke, near Wilkesbarre, 1000 
miners, mostly Poles, declared they 
would not accept a 10 per cent in¬ 
crease unless it was accompanied by 
union recognition. Both operators and 
miners, however, seem content to 
await the result of the conference to 
be held in Philadelphia on April 10th, 
and none of the large companies make 
any attempt to work their breakers. 

While quiet prevails generally 
throughout the eoal fields, there are 
several instances of violence reported. 
At McAdoo, In the Hazelton region, a 
fire boss employed in one of the col¬ 
lieries near that place, probably was 
fatally injured in a fight. The fracas 
began when another mine worker 
abused him for going to work.

Bonds were voted at Crow’s Land- j 
.ng for a $35,000 schoolhouse. 

San Francisco ranks sixteenth ! 
among the fifty largest manufacturing i 
cities of the country. 

Extensive residence building opera- j 
tions will be begun in Modesto during 
the month of April. The building per-1 
mits for the month of March total $35,-! 
950, and include plans for residences 
from the most humble $1000 bungalow 
to $10,000 homes. 

Earl Standard has completed his 
written confession of how he em¬ 
bezzled $149,000 from the American 
National Bank of Pomona and will 
hand it over to the Federal auth. rities 
at Los Angeles. Standard believes 
that after the statement has been di¬ 
gested by the Federal authorities, that 
some way will he found to relesise him 
from jail pending his trial. 

April 15th has been named as raisin 
postcard day, and on that date 100,000 
cards will he sent out of Fresno to 
Eastern points, announcing the fourth 
animal raisin day on April 30th. Thou- ] 
sands of cards will he sent to San j 
Francisco and Eos Angeles and placed i 
in the large department stores for 
distribution. In New York over 400, j 
000 stickers will be given away. 

W. H. Stewart of Enid, Okla., rep-1 
resenting several wealthy men of j 
Oklahoma, Kansas and Missouri, has 
purchased 1600 acres in Citrus Heights j 
Bluffs, Sacramento, County, a part of j 
the former Haggin grant. The deal 
involves more than $160,000, and 
means the future settlement of the 
tract with thrifty farmers from the J 
less-favored sections fo the Middle 
West. 

Prune buyers are already in the field 
offering orchardlsts In Sacramento 
County 5 and 6 cents a pound for their 
crops this season. Never before were j 
prune buyers in the field so early, and 
this is a good indication for the grow¬ 
er. It shows that last year’s prunes 
are about all gone and prices will be 
high for this year’s output. Early in -' 
dications are that the crop will be 
light this year.

bull’s pretensions to a right to share 
in the turf king’s millions. 

John Rich, who has been chosen 
“poundmaster” of Oroville to succeed 
the colored wonder, Allen Cannon, has 
mapped out a plan which he believes 
will make his bank roll much fatter 
before the year rolls around. First, 
he gets 50 cents a dog from the city, 
next he intends to skin the animals 
and sell the hides for leather. The J 
meat he will crush and the oil extract-1 


ecT he will sell'. He declares that this > 
has been found a genuine cure for con¬ 
sumption, and that there is a big de¬ 
mand for it. The flesh is to be used 
to feed his chickens and the bones wiil 
be crushed for fertilizer. 

James Graham, the gamekeeper at 
Joyce Island, charged with assault 
with a deadly weapon, was fined 
$100. Graham claims he has been 
bothered by poachers, and last win¬ 
ter shot a Greek fisherman named 
Joe de Rose, who w’as on the prem¬ 
ises. He claims he intended to shoot 
in the air, but his aim was bad and 
the bullet passed through the man’s 
shirt, just grazing his arm. 

To save a tiny girl who stumbled to 
him with terrified eyes for protection, 
Frank Murphy, a small 16-year-old 
newsboy of Los Angeles, risked a hor¬ 
rible death to intercept a mad bulldog 
as the animal was about to bear the ( 
child to the pavement. His right hand 
was torn on the fangs of the brute. ; 
He gripped the (log’s throat with the 
bleeding fingers and the collar with 
the other hand, and hung on until a 
patrolman ran up and shot the dog. 
His wounds were cauterized at the Re¬ 
ceiving Hospital. 

A petition containing the signatures 
of 1500 residents of Stanislaus County 
has been filed with County Clerk Hugh 
Benson requesting the Board of Super¬ 
visors to call an election for a vote 
on the saloon question. The anti- 
saloon forces have secured 600 more 
names than necessary on the petition. 
The saloons have made no move as 
yet, but is reported that a hard fight 
will be made.

The long and impatiently awaited 
news of Captain Scott’s Antarctic ex- j 
pedition has at last arrived at Lon¬ 
don, but will bring the keenest disap¬ 
pointment to Englishmen, who had 
cherished the hope that the British ex¬ 
pedition might after all prove to be 
the first in the race for the South Pole.

Trouble arose 
through an attempt by the company, 
which is a Canadian concern, to im¬ 
pose increased fares.
